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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' amendment dated 10/08/2004 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 1-12, 14-20 and 22-24 are now pending in the application. 

Reason for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-12, 14-20 and 22-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art disclose, singly or combined, a liquid crystal device having electrodes 
formed within an inside area of a seal member on one substrate, and in an area outside of the seal 
member includes a protruding area beyond an end portion of the other substrate, wherein the 
protrusion area includes wiring lines connected to the electrodes, at least a part of the wiring 
lines and a part of an area that is free of wiring lines in the protruding area of the one substrate 
are coated with a second insulation film made of the same material as a first insulating film 
disposed on the electrodes (claims 1 and 4), at least a part of the wiring lines and at least one of 
corners of the protruding area are coated with a protective film including an overcoat layer 
formed on the electrodes and an orientation film formed on the overcoat layer (claims 8 and 9), 
the wiring lines immediately beneath a conductive connection member in the seal member are 
free of the insulation layer (claim 10), a mold member is disposed on the wiring lines formed 
between a packaging area and the seal member, the entirety of the mold member being disposed 
between the seal member and an IC (claim 12), the protruding area includes a positioning mark, 
the position mark defines both positions of the edge of the insulating film and an edge of the 
orientation film (claims 14 and 20). -
